Claims 1^, 10-13 and 
19-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Matthews in view of 
Fletz et al. Claims 5 and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §l03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matthews in view of Pletz and further in view of Ball. Claims 6-9 and 15-18 were indicated as 
allowable.
